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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE   I. 

Name. 

This  society  shall    be   known   as   the    Ohio 

Republican   Association  of  the  District  of 

Columbia. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Objects. 

The  objects  of  this  association  are  threefold, 

to  wit:   Social,  Economical,  and  Political. 

ARTICLE   III. 

Membership. 

Sec.  i.  Any  citizen  of  Ohio  temporarily 
residing  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  acting 
with  the  Republican  party,  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  this  association  by  paying  one  dollar, 
and  subscribing  to  this  constitution. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Republican  citizen  of  Ohio  not 
residing  in  the  District  may  be  elected  an  hon- 
orary member,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  membership  except  that  of  voting. 


Sec  3.  Any  Ohio  lady  may  become  an  hon- 
orary member  by  simply  subscribing  to  this 
constitution. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OJJiccrs  and  Election  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  association  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer,  to  be  elected  semi-annuallv, 
at  the  first  meetings  in  March  and  September. 
All  elections  of  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and 
a  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  elec- 
tion. 

ARTICLE   V. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  association, 
to  preserve  order,  to  sign  all  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  for  such  sums  as  are  ordered  by  vote 
of  the  society  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  in  the 
Treasury,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  usu- 
ally appertaining  to  such  office. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  of  that 
office. 

Sec.  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
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to  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
each  meeting  ;  to  take  charge  of  all  books  and 
papers  belonging  to  the  association  ;  to  prepare 
correct  lists  of  all  members  and  honorary  mem- 
bers ;  to  keep  a  correct  account  with  each 
member  ;  to  receive  all  monevs  due  the  associ- 
ation ;  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  imme- 
diately, taking  his  receipt  therefor  ;  to  counter- 
sign all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  that  may  be 
ordered  bv  the  association ;  to  issue  notices 
when  required  ;  to  report  quarterly  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  all  unpaid  balances,  with  the 
names  of  the  delinquents,  and  to  submit  to  the 
association  a  report  of  its  financial  condition  at 
the  first  meetings  in  the  months  of  March, 
June,  September,  and  December,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  may  be  required  bv  a  vote  of  the 
association. 

Sic.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
to  receive  from  the  Secretary  all  monevs  be- 
longing to  the  association,  giving  his  receipt 
therefor  ;  to  disburse  the  same  on  orders  signed 
by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Sec- 
retary ;  and  to  submit  quarterly,  at  the  first 
meeting  in  March,  June,   September,  and  De- 


cember,  and  as  often  as  may  be  required  by  a 
vote  of  the  association,  a  statement  of  receipts, 
disbursements,  and  balances  on  hand,  and  to 
turn  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  or  to  a  com- 
mittee that  may  be  appointed  for  that  purpose/ 
all  money  or  property  in  his  possession  belong! 
ing  to  the  association.

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ARTICLE   VI. 
Committees  and  their  duties — Hoiv  appointed  and   removed. 

Sec.  i.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Com. 
mittee,  consisting  of  five  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  manage  the  internal  affairs  of  the 
association,  such  as  renting  halls,  managing  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  association,  and  superin- 
tending such  matters  as  are  not  referred  to  other 
committees. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Rail- 
roads, consisting  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  manage  all  negotiations  with  rail- 
roads, whose  action  shall  be  subject  to  revision 
by  the  association. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Po- 
litical Affairs,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall    be    to  attend  to  the   distri- 
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tuition  of  documents,  to  correspond  with  the 
Ohio  State  Republican  Executive  Committee, 
and  in  general  to  manage  the  political  influence 
of  this  association  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
Republican  party. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  District  Committee, 
Consisting  of  one  member  from  each  Congres- 
sfcnal  District,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  see  to 
the  political  affairs,  each  member  for  his  own 
district  ;  to  correspond  with  the  District  Ex- 
ecutive Committees  ;  to  distribute  document.-, 
and  in  general  to  work  in  and  through  this  as- 
aion  for  the  interests  of  the  party  in  the 
various  districts  separately. 

Sec.  5.  The  foregoing  committees  shall  all 
be  appointed  by  the  President  at  the  time  of 
the  election  of  officers,  or  within  one  month 
thereafter,  to  serve  for  six  months,  or  until  their 
successor^  are  appointed,  and  may  be  removed 
for  miscor^luct  or  negligence  by  a  vote  of  the 
association.-  They  shall  be  required  to  report 
their  proceedings  at  any  time  when  called  upon 
bv  vote  of  the   association. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Quorum. 

Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  tor 


the  transaction  of  business,  provided  one  of  the 

elected  officers  be  present,  and  twelve  members 

shall  constitute  a  quorum  if  no  elected   officers 

are   present. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

By-Laws. 

The  association  may  from  time  to  time  adopt 
such  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  this  consti- 
tution, as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  carry- 
ing the  same  into  effect. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Dues  and  Suspensions. 

Each  member  of  this  association  shall  pay  to 
the  Secretary  the  sum  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents 
quarterly  as  dues,  in  advance,  and  in  default 
thereof  for  six  months  shall  be  suspended  ;  and 
any  member  in  arrears  for  one  year  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  list  of  members  by  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting. 

ARTICLE   X. 

Expulsions. 

Any  member  may  be  expelled  from  this  as- 
sociation for  apostacy  to  the  Republican  party, 
or  grosslv  immoral  conduct,  by  a  vote  of   two- 


thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting  :  Provided,  That  no  member  shall  be 
expelled  except  upon  a  fair  investigation  of 
charges  in  writing  against  him,  signed  by  a 
member  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

Amendments.. 

This  constitution  mav  be  amended  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
regular  meeting  :  Provided,  That  no  vote  shall 
be  taken  on  anv  proposed  amendment  at  the 
same  meeting  at  which  it  is  submitted,  and  that 
all  amendments  hereto  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  at  a  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

A  MEN  DM  ENT. 

That,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  any  regular  meeting,  a  special  assess- 
ment may  be  levied,  and  every  member  who 
shall  not  pay  the  same  shall  be  considered  in 
default  within  the  terms  of  Article  IX. 
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
